C'is not one word for them in the New le ament , or that they 
ſhond be ſet up by us as Antitypes of the higb Friefts under the Law. 

Nevertheleſle in regard of the diftinQiong 
which was an Eccleſiaſtical thing among rhe Jewes z 1 ſay that the 
Biſhops do reſemble the High Prieſts , wm the inferiour Clagyen 
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other Prieſts. For there were in this reſpe& many High Prieftsar 
ohce , of whom we read many to have been afſembled rogerher, 
Mark 14. 1. every one of which was ſwnmms ſacerdes iſftins Claſſir, 
the High , or chiet Prieſt of that Rank, Theſe ranks had their ſeve- 
ral courſes : & Zachary was of ore of theſe courſes,viz,of that of A- 
bia, Luc. 1. 5- not all theſe , but one only was typical , ſhadowing 
forth Jeſus Chriſt unto them, And even in this High Prieft there was 
ſomething beſides the repreſentation , as is plain by Sc. Paw! , who 
yielded his obedience to the High Prieſt as governour of the people, 
Atts 23, 5. and thar after the I ype was expired , which had been 
unlawfull , had there nor been ſomewhat remaining in him beſides 
the figure, Eleoz.ar in Aaror's life-time was Princeps Princip»m; or 
Prelatns Pralatorum, Num. 73.32. and yer not reputed a Type of 
Chriſt; and 2 Chbron,35. 8. we read of three at once, one onely 
whereof was the High Prieſt which was the Type of Chriſt , the re(t 
were not ſa yet, by-reaſon of their dignity paramount to others , 
might reſembte Archbiſhops -chemſelves, And the other foremen- 
tioned High Prieſts in regard of the place they held above the reſt 
of theit Claſſe, are in a ſort reſembled by our Biſhops And thar this 
may not ſeem ſtrange to any , 'tis a matter obvious to our obſervas 
tion that ſcarcely any Ordinance or Order under the New Teſta- 
ment , can be named, which is not derived from others under the 
Old, by ſome kind of reſemblance intended berween them, Im- 
poſition of hands by the Apoſtles was taken up in imitation of that 
pradtiſedunder the Old Teſtament for the deſignation of ſucceſſors; 
as Moſcet uſed it towards Foſwah, Num. 27,18, 20. That the whole 
frame of Church Government anſwers to the like order and diſtin- 
Ron of -perſons and offices in the Old Teſtament is evidenced by

And hereunto he is led by che opinion of rhe ancient fathers, who 
ſeem ro be of the ſame mind, viz, that the ſame form ſhould ſerve 
both : ſo is St. Cyprian, ſo St. Hierome , St. Les and Rabanus de 
vita clericoy, The Government of tbe Church of the Old Teſtament, 
faies the Archbiſhop of Armagh , was committed to Prieſts and Le- 
vites, unto whom the miniſters of the New Teſtament do now ſucceed 
in like fort as our Lords day hath done unto their Sabbatb, So he, in 
his Original of Epiſcqpacy : andif it were reaſonable for Chriſtians 
to take the Fewes for their pattern in drawing their ſcheme of 
Church government ; much more is ir for modern Chriſtians to fol- 
low the ancient , a thing which our Church has done in her reforma- 
tion , Which has retained all things of ancient uſage in che Church 
of Rome , left men ſhould bz ſcandalized art us , wihilet we ſeemed 
toſer up a new Religion , inſtead of reforming the Old. The very 
Lords Prayer hath much of conformiry , not only to the forms uſed 
by the Fewes , as others have obſerved z bur alſo as ic ſeems to me, 
tothe very deſign of rhe ſacrsfices of the Law 5 which are all redu= 
cible ro three kinds. The firſt was the whole burnt-offering ro God, 
as abſolute Lord of Heaven & Earth,and as one to whom belongeth 
honour from us,ſhould he never beſtow any ſpecial favour'upon us.

fia, heard the word of the Lord Jeſus , both Jews and Greeks , [+ 
mightily grew the word of the Lord and prevailed, And in particular 
among the Epiſtles.of Ignatins , there is one direfted to the church 
in Tre{{s,, another to . church in Afagneſa : and borh theſe were 
ſ{ubje&roghe Merropotirane of Epheſus, See the Archbiſhop of Ar- 
magh, as above quored,. And for theſe reaſons , as alſo for their 
eminence in learrung and wiſdom , have all Chriſtian Kings of this 
Realm ever conſulted with them , in the eſtabliſhment of Laws, We 
read in Lambert's dp xa roulg, and. Mr. Se/der's Titles of honour , 
That the Laws of {na King of the Weft-Saxons , were made by the 
perſwafion and appointment of his father Cenredus , and of Hedda 
and Erkenwald , Gihops » With Senatours , 'Elders and wiſe men 
of the people , in a frequent aſſembly of the ſervants of God; which 
was berween the years 712, and 727, The Laws of A/xred the firſt 
founder of this Monarchy , were made by tis authority , as thoſe 
of Ins had. been by his but ex conſa/to ſapientum by the advice of 
the wiſe, which muRt include theBiſhops. . 1. Becauſe his Laws were 
ed on Moſes his Laws, 2+ Becauſe nor theſe, nor thoſe of [na 
id reach tolife , exceptin caſe of Treaſon againſt King or Maſter, 
3. Becauſe he hereby allotred much of the Kingdom to Guthwrn, on 
condition of Guthwrs's becoming Chriſtian. All which are thin 
well beſeeming the judgement of Biſhops, and are. ( eſpecially the 
firſt arguments ſufficient ro convince ſome of Errour that contend 
our Laws to have had their Original out of the twelve Tables. This 
. Was avno By 1. about $20. years fince, The Laws of Erhe/tar, anno 
924. Were made by the prudent counſel of Yifhelwe Archbiſhop,

Law of this Nation. King Edwwnd called together a frequent aflem- 
bly of Ecclefiafticks and Laicks; where Ode and Woolſtan Archbiſhop 
were preſent , wich very many other Bilhops , for the ſanRion of 
Laws, So did King Eldred anno 948, as [ngalphas teſtifies, So Ed- 
go and Carntus eltabliſht Laws by the advice of the wiſe. So did 
William the Conquerour with the concurrence of his Princes,where- 
of the Archbiſhops muſt be a part: fince which time no Acts of Parli- 
ament are made wirhour cle Lords Spiritual, 

And that theſe things were allowed to the Prieſts under the Old 
Teftament no man will deny , the proofs therein being ſo frequent 
& pregnant. Bur our adverſaries here call for proofs out of the New, 
whereunto I-have & hall anſwer hereafter in ics due time & place, 
contenting my ſelf at preſent with the Expoſition of that one text of 
Mat.19.28. Te which bave followed me,in the regeneration when the 
Soy of man ſhall fit npon the Throne of his Glory ye alſo ſhall. fit upon 
mwelveThrones,jwdg mg the twelveTribes of Iſrael, This was ſpoken to 
the twelve Apoſtles.which were Clergy men, and the Predeceſlors 
of all Biſhops ; where noce that the comma (ſhould be put immedi- 
ately after Ae; and tn the regeneration referred to the Sor of man 
firting on the Throne of hw glory , which was. immediately after the 
deſcenc of the holy Ghoſt, a time xa? iF+xlw ,.and by way of emi- 
nence call'd rhe Regeneration,. becauſe then were the. gitts of mi»

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I T is very true ,- that where two or three are gathered together in 
the name of Chriſt , rhereis hein the midRt of them : Which Was 
aſingular conſolation cothe Diſciples of Chriſt, thar chorgh chey 
were driven to corners and deſerts , and were fain rowander in de- 
| ſolate places , being hated by all men for Chrifts ſake , yer how does 
| this forbid publick meetings » and ar publick places , when time 
/ and opportunity preſents it ſelf ? T he people of God may prayin 
[ Eryprss ] caves, in time of perſecution , therefore they muſt do 
{0 intime of freedom , 'when all the world is become Chrittians, is 
there atty Logick in this ? no, no more then would be in this kind of 
argument. Fer the preſint neceſſity it ts not good for 'a man to touch a 
w:wan, Therefore when the neceſſity is over no man may marry, 
This follows not , bur the clear contrary rather, Andro make.fur- 
ther proof hereof by Scripture of the New Tettament , it is chvioug 
to our obſervation that the people of God had not only rheir Syxes 
dria's and Narional'Conventions , but other honſegof prayer erect-

22, 19, 1 impriſencd, ſaies he, 
ard beat in every Synagogue thens that believed onthee: from whence 
I obſerve two things, 1, That the example of Chriſtians here , does 
reach us that its lawfull roſerve God in Temples made with hands , 
though be be nor , nor ever was confined.ro them, 2. Thar ir 1s as 
lawtullchar this be done , though in pl:ces abuſed to falſe dotrine 
and ſuperſticion , as theſe Synagogues , yea their places of Natio- 
nal convention were , ard that by Phariſees , Sadduces , and 0- 
ther Sets, yea generally by all the Jews before their converſion to 
the faich- And whar is teſtified here, of Jewiſh Synedria's and Syn- 
apogues » 1scrue of Heathen temples , namely, that it is lawfull co 
icate them to Gods worſhip , A» 17, when St, Pal found at 
Athens, an altar dedicated to the wnknown God, he went not about 
copreach down their alcar , bur to preach up Jeſus and the reſurre- 
ion upon it , leaſt he thould ſeem to be # ſerter forth of ſtrange 
Godt , a3 indeed he did to ſome nevertheleſs. Nay , a third thyng 
may be hence obſerved , namely, that as theſe Synagogues were 
ſubordinate to the Synedria's or National Aſſemblies ; 1t follows 
that divers parochials may be ſubordinate to the Synedrium of the 
Cathedral , and the Cathedral to a Provincial or National Con- 
vention. And thus much for the lawfulneſs of Churches. Now for 
the convenience of them, They are convenient , 1. for cheir caps- 
cityz the Cathedrals being l:rge enough to contain the Biſhop 
with the Dean and Chapter , the ſtanding Sywede of the Dioceſs , 
belides the confluence ofthe whole City-and Dioceſs upon all occa- 
hons, The parochial Churches are lefſer , yet of capacity enough to 
contain a pariſh.

repugnant to another 2 wherefore although the Church be a witneſs 
and keeper of -boly Writ, yet as it ought not to decree any thing againſ 
the ſame, ſo beſides the ſame onght it not to enforce any thing 10 be be. 
lieved for neceſſity of ſalvation. 
$All things contained in this Atcicle are either indifferent , ſuch

hope of erernal reward ,- or under pain of everlaſting damnation. 
- That which concerns: the end is a definitive juriſdi&ion ar rhe laſt 
day, whereof as he hath done the one,ſo will he do th: other himſelf 
alone, wherein-he hath neither companion nor Vicegerent. Other 
aions of Chrift are middle ations which come berween thefe two 
terms, which partly concern the inward, parcly the outward man. 
He aRteth in the inward man by his-Spirit ſeveral waies , viz- by en- 
lightning, by convercing, by ſtrengrhemitng againſt cemprations , by 
remitring or retaining (ins: yet he uſeth herein the ourward mini- 
ſtry of men, viz. of Paſtougg privace men, Kings , every one in his 
ſeveral capaciry, not as his Vicars or Vicgerents , theſe being not 
ablero produce ations congenial cothoſe of Chrift; bur as his mini- 
ſters only ,/ being apt to the produRtian of ſuch aRions as' may ſub» | 
G 3 ſerve. 
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ſerve'to the principal cauſe in matters aforeſaid. The aQions of 


- . . Chriſt that concern the ourward man, conſiſt in defending and deli- 


© vering the Church, and in ordering and adorving the ſameas I (aid 
before, and herein he uſes the Vicarſhip of his Magiſtrates, as being 
ro produce actions, in this reſpe& congenial ro his own , whom 
he therefore calls his Chriſts, þ.e, his ANOINTED ones, 
And now whereas they ſay that the Apoſtles were far from propay a« 
ting the Goſpel by owward force, It is evident that the ordinary pow- 
er of the Apoſtles and of the Magiſtrates are different things : and 
who talks of propagating the Goſpel by outward force in eirher? Our 
ing is the Def of the faith by the ſword that he holds: He gozs 
not about- ro propagate it | if by propagation you mean plantation 
roo ] by force and violence, His Majeſty is furniſhed with an Apho» 
riſm of his learned and judicious Grandfather againft that,viz..T bat 
it ts never good to uſe too much ſeverity or bloudſhed in matters of Re- 
ligion : God never loves toplant bus Church by violence and bloud, 
King Femes Apboriſm 124. This bis Majeſty leaves to the Spaniſh 
cruelcies in the Zndies, and to their Inquiſition at home, And as for 
the Apdfitles, 'tis true they did not propagate the Goſpel by force, 
[ though miſchief enough befell choſe at whomthey ſhook off rhe duſt 
- of their feet }] but yer they did govern eſtabliſhed Churches by 
force, which was a delivery over vngo Satan, 1 Cor. 5. 5, for the pu» 
wiſhment of the fleſh. And no other manner of puniſhment could be 
inflited on offenders by them, while there was no temporal Magi- 
frate to impower them, oz at moſt , none bur ſuch as was like their 
beloved Galli, who cared for none of thoſe things : yet this, TAKE 
HIM DEV LL, a man- would think were more terrible then 
TAKE HIM JAYLO R, which hey have printedin capical 
letters. Hence . faies St. Pawl, Gal. 5,12. I wonld that thoſe were 
cut off that tronble you, which had it been unlayfull rodo, had been 
unlawfull in him towiſh. As to the dividing of the inberit ance which 
our Saviour refuſed | which they have put in the margin as a Buttreſs 
to hold up the arch. and concamerarion of their argument} I ſay, 
that-our-Saviour would not always be vacant to ſatisfy the Avarice 
of a fellow, (who followed bim for ſuch egds ) ro the negle& of a bue 
ſineſs which he htd but a ſhorr time rodiſpatch in the world,though 
ſuch was his zeal of Gods houſe, that he could not forbear rhe rid- 
ding of the Temple of ſacrilegious perſons.. And thus their firſt ar- 
; gument 
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t fallsro the ground with the improvement thereof, to make 
the ruine of it thegreater. 
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Or the further improvement of their foregoing argument , they 
alledge rhar place of the Apoſtle, 2 Cor, 1, 24» Not for that we 
have dominion over your faith, but are helpers of your joy : for by ſaith 
eftand, 
, Wn For expoſition wheteof we ſay , that one thing amongſt 0- 
thers, that gave the ApoRile occaſion of writing this Epiſtle, was the 
command given by him of delivering the inceſtuous perſon to Satan 
for the puniſhment of the fleſh, The Apoſtle having. founded a 
Church at Corinth, falſe Dofours building on this foundation per- 
{\waded them | as theſe Authours wauld perſwade others in the like 
caſes ] that Sr. Pasl plaied the part of a proud domineering fellow, 
and of one who took more upon him then belonged unto him. Here- 
upon the Apoſtle excuſes himſelf and fates, that though neceſſicy ur- 
oed roa juſt ſeverity againſt rhe ſin, yet he aſſumed co himſelf no do- 


minion over their fairh : no, for thar were to = up that foundation- : 


on Which they ſtood, for by faich ye ſtand, an 


it were to deſtroy that 
which he had firſt layed. 


Bur then ſome may ſay, That though the Apoſtle had powerin + 


matrers pelonging to __—_ praQtice, yer it ſeems hereby thar he 
had now#in matter: of ſaith. 

Whereunto I anſwer, that ir's one thing-to have power ix matters 
of faith, and another to have power over matters of faith, To have 


wer over matters of faich is the prerogative of Chriſt alone, he bes - 
ng the only Law-giver to his Church: co give Laws co the Church is - 


io rerminalic, a terminal action of Chcift-5/ and herein he admits 
of no Vicarſtup or Vicegerency, as I have already ſaid, which isſuch 
as the Popes pretend co un making new articles of faith: and thar this 
ts the meaning of this phce, is the opinion of ſome.thar are noene+ 
mies to our preſent adverſaries, Nevertheleſs: ro have power #n 
matters of faith appertainsro the Church, as I have ſaid before , out 
of the twentiech Article of our Church. Andthat the Apoſtle . had 


ſuch a power is evident in the caſe of Hymenens and Philetas,whom =

faith, x Tim, 1.20. The ſane Apoſile allo ſayes, Whoſoever lover 
not the Lord Jeſus, let himbe Anathema Maranatha, 1 Corinth, 
T6. 223+ Which ſome call an Excommunication unto death, orherg 
incerpret tt, The Lord comerh : they are both the ſame in effe&, 
a* leaſt they imply a greater degree of puniſhment then the former ; 
The delivery unto Satan being only far the puniſhment of the firſh, 
that the ſpirit may be ſaved inthe day of the Lord Jeſms. But the 
Lord coming once in vengeance, it « 4 fearful thing to fall ints 
his hands, as (ayes the Apoltle, Heb, 10. 31, | 
The ſecond place they urge 1s, Matth, 20, 25. ſc, The Princes 
of the Gentiles exerciſe dominon over them but it ſhall not be ſo am1ag 
Jon, 
Anſw. That if ic beſo, thar inthe perperual office of Paſtors 
the uſe of the Keyes has a kind of juriſdiction , as I have proved as 
well by poſitive places of Scripture, as by the real effeQts thar ac- 
company it inthe Apoſtles, we mult ſearch out ſome other meariing 
by this place , then the denyal thereof rochem- Andthen ic mu} 
be either chis, viz+ you look afcer eaſie ſears,like rhoſe of the Kings 
of the Gentiles , who rule in eaſe and pleaſure z bur ir ſhall nor be 
ſo among you : ſo Door Hammcnd, Or elſe it mwſt be this, viz, 
That the Apoſtles were not to firive fer Dominton one over ano- 
ther, bur ro content” themſelves with what they had over che 
Churches. Or laſtly, ir muſt be that which I find in che Treatiſe of 
the power of the Pope touching the book of Saternelly the Jeſuite, 
written Ano 1626, The Princes of the Gentiles exerciſe dyminion 
over them : but it ſhall not be ſo among you 3 that is , you ſhall nor 
exerciſe dominion over the Nations by atemporal ſword whereunto 
you your ſelves are ſubjeR, as is learnt from the example of Pas!, 
who declined not the juriſdiction of Ceſar, As 25. But which 
expoſition ſoever of theſe three obtains, how does this prove what 
theſe men have in defign, viz, that no Chriftian Magiſtrate is tq 
be a Defender of rhe Faith-? If they will grant him to be a Magi- 
rare. they muſt allow him a ſuperioriry, and veſt him in a power, 
elſe they will but mock him: and this power extends to matrers

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Th hird place, 1 Per. 5, 2, 3, Feed the flock of God 
weither as bring Lords over Gods heritage , but being enſamples to the 


ro By what has been (aid it is evident;that they had a power 
over the flock of Chriſt, and that not wy 4 power accompanying 
the Word preached, but a power of overhght ; for ſo much is clear 
outVf the very place they here quote, wiz. v.2. Feed the flack of 
God which is among you, taking the overſight thereof: and Att; 20, 
28. they are called Overſeers ( the very name Biſhop is an Over 
ſeer,.) This power was exerciſedthen not in doQrine butin 
diſcipline roo ; This diſcipline reached to che puni of the 
body- Therefore we mult diſtinguiſh of power : As 1. Thar. 
there is a power infticured by Chriſt, or exetciſed by his Apoſtles, as 
has been evidenced : That ſuch a pow. r may be exerciſed no man 
can well deny , for whoſoever does, isa. Hererick. 2, Therg is a 
power of confederation or conſent ; the which confederation or 
conſenc was either infticuced in Primicive times, and derived down 
from thence ro theſe our dayes, ſuch as is juriſd1ion meerly eccle- 
fiaſtical; and who diſobeys or ſeparates from this power, 'is a Schi£- 
matick ar the leaſt: or elſe ic has been taken up by particular Cone 
oregati9ns or Conventicles of men,and this is the power that theſe 
men would have , which is a meer mock power , under which they 
will play faſt and looſe ac their pleaſure , not unlike thar of your 
Epiſcopus puergrum,ſerving only for a Chriſt maſſe ſeaſon, condemns 
ed by che Council of Baſil in Pragmatica- Sanitione, fol. 273: 
3, There 1sa power neicher of Gods donation, nor of Apoſtolical 
prefcription,nor of Ecclefiattical Inftitugggn, nor of congregational 
confederation | which I ſaid before to be no proper power at all, in 
as much as it is not any Way obligatory to him whois underit ] bur 
of mens own aſſumprion,which 1s either Imperium ſupra Impernam; 
ſuch is the Popes : or Imperium in Imperi & ab Imperio aunlſum ; 
ſuch is the Presbyrerians, as it hath been praRtiſed in Scotland, Or 
which is Tyrannical in the execution of it ; by impoſing new Ar- 
ticles of faith-or Doctrine, contrary to the form of ſou nd words, as 
the Pope doesdo , or cutting off mens heads by inſpiration, as ſome 
o the ocher Kmb of Antichriſt , the Fanaticks bave done : and ſo 
they are not to lord it over Gods hericage.

Anſw, Here isno contradiftion at all? neither doth a Magji- 
ſtate bring innocent bloud upon himſelf by going about, th put 
thoſe to death (| if they deſerve it } whom Te event of Gods 

providence keeps alive. When a Traytour or Murderer makes an 

eſcape, the event of Gods Providence keeps him alive , whom 
the Magiſtrate would have put co death, and this. withour, bring- 
ing Innocent bloud upon himſelf, Abraham did ell mn. going 
about to ſacrifice his Son Iſaack , having a: command from God 
to-do it, Yet the event of Gods Providence kept him alive,

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And how ſuchevents may happen frequently under a Magiftate u- 
' fing his power,is thus made wed The vie Creator of all rbe World 
having afforded to every creature, a means moſt ſuitable to irs na- 
cure , for the accompliſhment of irs end and perefeQtion , and for 
the removal of impediments which lie in its way thereynto, has done 
no lefſe co mAfin as much as for the encouragement of his obedience, 
and rhe removal of fin out of the way ro happineſſe ; [both whichare 
moral chings ] he plies him with exhorrations, communarions , b. 
ſings, curſes, examples, precepts, which are moral too ; and all this 
may be done by the Miniſters of the word ,, or of others in their cas 
pacities, And becauſe, if he ſtayed here, the major part, which have 
defle of Natures firſt inſtitution in them , would be never the betrer 
for all rheſe 3 he hath ordairied the-Magiſtracy , ſo to be 4 terrowy to 
evil workt'to execute wrath on them that do evil, Rom. 13. without 
which no man would be able ro mainrain bis proprieries in goods and 
lands, preſerve his life and liberry, and oownty all civil ſ6ciery 
[which not men only, but even beafts,birds, fiſhes, and in ſets them- 
ſelves ſeem ro aff&] wouldfall ro theground. Yet ler the Magiſtrate 
do what he can [and let him dobur Juſtice ] the wicked wilt have a co» 
habication among the Juſt , and that for theſe reaſons; viz, becaule 
he is not omniſcient and ſees nor all wickedneſle : 2» although he 
ſee$ it, yet he may not by teſtimonies be able ro convince all men of 
their wicked deeds: 3- becauſe that chough he miy convince , yer 
all wickednefle is not capital whereof perſons may be convinced, 
withont which a man cannot be taken our of the world : and this is the 
event ef Gods providence, If they ſay that he might have uſed.natu- 
rat means to obftru&t ſogrear an evil as ſin is, and toadvance the hap- 
pineſſe of man; I ſay then, either the means muſt be made connatu- 
ral ro man, or man' to the means : If the firſt , this is done alrcady, 
in as much as moral and civil means are moſt connatural to man , a 
free agent and animal politicum, If the ſecond , its impoſſible to be 
done in as much as it were to make him an animate thing , or at the 
leaft a Brute, which work, this without choice and that withour proper 
appertitionz and C——_ he muſt nor have made him art all : for 
it1s well ſaid of Latantins de falſa ſapientia , which 1s of his works, 


L. 3.c. 18, Who conſidering the devotion of Plato, who gave thanks 
to Nature for three things, T. That he was borna man, and not a ' 
beaſt. 2. That he was a man rather then a woman , 2 Grecian and 

| not 
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not a Barbarian, 3. That be was an Athenian, and lived in che time 
of Secrates, Then which, faieshe, what can be ſaid more like a Do- 
card, as though , if he had been a Barbarian, a Woman, or an Aſle, 
he had been the ſame Plato that he was , and noc that veryching which 
had-been ſo-born.? If they ſay that God then may uſe ſupernatural 
means by working tranicendently above the wills of men without de- 
froying their Nature or abridging their freedome. Whereunts it is 
anſwered thar as, had God don2 the other , he would have deſtroyed 
his, providence touching the creation of man ; ſo, ſhould he do this, 
he would deftroy his providence preparatory re laſt Judgement, 
wherein every man ſhall receive according to that h2 hath done in the 
body whether good or evil. But though this Expoſition be pious and 
not to be rejzcted , yer this Parable, methinks more naturally admuts 
of another, which I (hall lay before the Reader, and which may import 
the duty of the Magiſtrate and Miniſter of Gods word, as well as the 


event of Gods providence. lcis thus, There are two ſortsof -evils | 


which may grow up with the good ſeed of the Law of Nature implanted 
in man in his firſt creation , or of the Goſpel given for mans renova» 
tion; The one ſort may be compared» tares ( as here) whereof there 
1s a ſort which the Greeks , ſay to be &:4v ovcpzs evpwrapeprighmey TW 
arp ſuch as grows up of it ſelfamong the wheat in an over-moift and 
corrupt earth, without any ſeed ſown' ar all, Such are thoſe evils ei- 
ther in manners or opinion which though rhey ſeem ro us, that cannot 
ſee all things, to grow of themſelves , yer they owe their beginning 
roche enemy the Devil , who firft corrupted & endeavours daily more 
& more to corrupt ourNature- The other ſort of evils are compared to 
thorns and briars, Heb. 6.8, whoſe end is to be burned , ſuch as are 
deſperate and incorrigible ſinners, as may be cleafly ſeen by the ſcope 
of the Apoſtle in char place. The firſt ſort are evils of infirmity for 
the moſt part, whichare entwiſted with our Nature , as tares are with 
corn , and therefore cannot be cur down, unlefle rhe good grain goes 
down with them, all men even the beſt being ſubje& unto them. 
Should the Magiſtrate cur down all theſe , he muſt cut himfelfdown 
for company : and ſhould S. Paw/ have delivered men to Satan for 
theſe, he muſt have given himſelf into his hands : for though he knew 
nothing by himſelf, yet was henor hereby juſtified, Nevertheleſs he uſed 
a ſeverity rowards himſelf by keeping down his body and bringing it in- 


fo ſubjeftion,as a Magiltratemay do towards his SubjeRts for ——

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. . of leſſer evils and preventing of greater ; nay $. Pan/ liad the wefſene 
ger of Satan, 4 thorn m his fleſh 5 ſent to bim, leaſt he (berld be puffed 


up with the abundance of Revelations, 2 Cor, 12.7, The ſecond ſort 
are evils of preſumption which like brvars and thorns are not nece(- 
farily entwiſted with our Nature , but yet growing up amongſt the 
good grain, will choak it , and therefore calls for preſent curſng, 
and laſtly for burning , let in the end of the world, it being all be- 
come bryars and thorns, there would remain no harveſt tothe great 
Husbandman to be brought into his barnes by his reapers : and (0 
this world deſtroys, Gods providence preparatory to the laſt Judge- 
ment on the riod, as the forementioned ſuppoſition would de-

Another for interdifting all Cons 
venticles of them ro be held either night or day, made by Arcadins 
and Honorins. Another againſt the Manichees in particulat , That 
they be: Out-laws, ſuffer a publication of rheir goods, barred of all 
liberality of, or ſucceſſion to others;rhat all power of giving, or ſel- 
ling , or contracting be raken away from them , and much more- 
Another made by T heodoſins and Valentinian , againſt the Arans, 
Macedonians, Furnumatomachi, Apollinar1ans; Novatians, or Seba- 
tians, Ennomians, Tetradites or Teſſareſcedecadites, Valentinians, 
Panlians, Papiamiits, Montaniſts, or Pricelliamfts, the Phryges or 
Prepuſites , Marcionites, Borbuites, Meſſalians, Exchnes , or 
Embuſiafts, Donatiſts, Audian:, Hydrmparaſtats , T aſcodrogites, 
Batrachites, Hermogenians, Photinians, Paulianians, Marcellians, 
Opbites, Encr atii1s, Carpocratites, Saccophorttesz ( & qui ad imam 
w/que ſceleram nequitiam pervenerunt ) the Manichees, that they 
have no place either of aboce or convening, in Romanum locum. 
As for the Manicbees, they were not only to be baniſhed che Ciries; 
but they were to be (tradendi nitimo ſupplicio) delivered ro death, 
leaſt che Elements ſhould be infected wich chem, or injured by chem. 
Another Law was made by them, Thar they that adhered to the opi- 
nion of Neftorins- ſhould not be called Chriftians , but Ne ftorianss 
from their Aurhcr Neſtorins , whoſe impious books, written againtt 
the Decrees of the Council of Epheſws,every man was forbidden to 
have, to'read, or to Write Out, but were diligently to be ſearched for 
and burned. All places of meering were thereby forbidden theſe 
Neftorians ; and whoſo offended againſt this Law,was to ſuffer pub- 
lication of his goods. Another Law was made by Yalex, and Mar- 
cian , againſt the followers of Extyches, whoſe opinions were con- þ. 
demned by the Council of Nice , conſiſting of three hundred and 

eighteen Fathers,and in the Conſtantinopolitan Council, conſiſting 

of one hundred and fif: y other Biſhops. Theſe were called alſo- 
Apollinariſts, and were to ordain no Presbyters under pain of cons . 
hſcation 3 they wereto have no Monaſteries, nor meetings by day 

or by night,under pain of forfeicure of the houſe,if the owner were 
aware, 
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- aware of it, or elſe cen pound in gold : rhey were to have no room 
in the Milicia, &s, Divers other Laws are there to be ſeen, where. 
by the Afonichees are purſhable with deach , other Herericks with 
confiſcation, or the like, Now albeit the capital puniſhments here 
mentioned were ſeldome inflited, yer others doubtleis were, even 
thoſe of. baniſhmenc and confiſcation. | Nay, as we have noted 
before, that ſevere Laws were made again(t the misbehaviour of che 
Jews - So Soe, Scholaft. tells us, H:ft. 7. 26. that condign pu- 
niſhnent was undergone by ſom? of thzm, upon the command of 
rhe Emperour, for ſcoffing at Chriſt and Chriſtianity in their Cry- 
cifixion of a Chriſtian Boy.J] To theſe Laws, it 1s probable tha 
King James had an eye in his Declaration againit Yorfiw , ſentby 
an Embafladour to the States of Holand, wherein he manifeteth 
his dereftation of Yorſtias's horrid opinions , as deſerving the be 
niſhment of the Author, rather chen the honour of his being a pub- 
lick Profeſſor in that famous Univerſity of Leydew. And this 
learned King of happy memory I mention, the rather, becauſe our 
Adverſaries alledge him wreting to the United Provinces, and ad- 
viſing them to maintain peace, by bearing one with another in ( ſuch) 
differences of opinions and judgement. 

Anſw, This is true, if by ſuch diff-rences be meant diſpurable 
things; and ſuch perhaps as were meant by Conſtantinein the fore- 
ſaid 55. + of the ſecond book of Exſebizs , though nor the ſame,
